LETTER FROM THE NETHERLANDS, 
Maestricht, August 10. 

I staid the whole of ‘Tuesday at Liege, a 
fine old city, though not particularly beauti- 
ful or well built. The streets have more 
the appearance of those of a French towa 
than any I have seen in the Netherlands, 
being narrow and dirty; but, many of the 
public buildings are very handsome, and the 
town itself Jooks exceedingly well from the 
top of a hill which rises immediately behind, 
and on which there stands a fortification; 
seen from thence, the houses appear to be 
built in irregular masses, with a variety of 
ancient towers, spires and domes, rising* 
from among them in every direction; the 
suburbs stretch far along the banks of the 
Meuse, which winds nobly through the vale, 
and the country around is, in its general 
character, not unlike the neighbourhood of 
Bath and Bristol; except that the river is 
much larger, and on the western side the 
undulations of the ground a great deal 
bolder. ; 

Yesterday fc continued my voyage down 
the Meuse, and started at 12 o’elock by 
the barge for Maestricht. The weather was 
fine; we were blown sper along by a 
steady westerly breeze, expected to 
ake destination by 3 o'clock. While 
my attention was taken up with looking at 
the swelling hills that rose on one side of 
the river, and the rich plain that lay extend- 
ed on the other, studded with villa 
which, after the drenching rain 
have had, seemed to open themselves like 
flowers to the sun, I did’ not perce:te that 


‘| the sky was gradually clouded ovat, and, 


before we had been an hour on board, jt 
began to rain most furiously, every drop. 
making a great bubble as it fell upon the 
water. All the pas immediately 
flocked into the cabin, and a motley assem- 
blage we had there. In the first place, a 
couple of Flemish priests who could not 
k French; next, 2 steady, mercantile- 
looking, middle-aged person, that I took to 
be an Englishman, thougi"I could not get 
‘ proof controvertible’ of it; for, from the 
time I got into the boat to the time I left 
it, I did not hear him utter a syllable,— 
nay, I could not detect a muscle of his face 
move once the whole time: then we had old 
women and children without number; there 
was one man who had a more ‘questionable 
shape’ than the rest, and by way of saying 
something, I remarked to him, that we ap- 
peared to have a great deal of merchandize- 
on board. He assented to my observation, 
and said, in a very dry tone, which cut short 
all further conversation, ‘J parait.’ Indeed, 
it was apparent enough; for there were so 
many sacks and packages about thet we 
had hardly room to move, We had also a 
number of market women, who chattered 
the Walloon dialect of the country. which I 
did not understand a word of; and, to com- 
plete our crew, one of them had a la 
basket of live poultry, which was hung at 
the cabin-door. The children grew restless 
and troublesome, and the old women 
soon began to. be fidgetty; one of them 
squeaked out what I took to be a psalm 
tune, while another, in the opposite corner, 
hummed with a rough sonorious voice a 
merry jigging air, which she accompanied 
every now and then with the chinking of a 
couple of five-franc pieces. So passed the 
time, till about 5 o’clock we landed on the 
Quay, outside the walls of Maestricht, at 
a short distance from one of the town 
gates; the rain pouring incessantly. I had 
then half a mile at least to walk, through 
mud, and rain, and cold, to reach the Hotel 
du Levrier, where I took up my quarters; 
and the weather was so bad that [ hardly 
stirred out the whole of the evening. I have 
more than once regretted not having a great 
coat with me ; I left mine in England, be- 
cause I thought that in the months of July 
and August it would be an useless incum- 
beance; by some chance, however, it hap- 
pened to 1ain the day before I left London, 
so that I,bethought me of bringing an um- 
terella, which is‘now the conetant compa- 
nion of iy walks; and I am quite grieved to 
observe that it already begins to suffer from 
the hardships of a summer's campaign:— 
another military metaphor!

and Red Bird, for scalping and stabbing Lipcap. 

Mrs. Gagnier sworn. States the same as in 
the preceding case. She adds—When I was in 
the marrais, | saw two of the Indians I had seen 
in the house, ebasing Lipcap on the Prairie be- 
yond me. They were pursuing him when they 
descended into the low land. Heard the report 
of the guns near the place where they disap- 

asd. They gave no yell. Soon afterwards 

saw their heads over a little knoll. One in- 
quired of the other—‘* Where is the woman?”’ 
After they had looked around without discovering 
me they jumped over the fence and walked away. 
I did not see them again. There were not more 
than six or eight rods distant from me when they 
fired, The young Red Bird and Little Buffalo 
fived at Lipcap in the house. 

My little girl Louisa was brought to me in the 
town. Her throat was cut; the scalp was taken 
from the top of her head; her skull was frac- 
tured so that the brain was visible; and her back 
and sides were much bruised. [Ihe child, now 
near two years old, was brought into court, and 
the scars and marks upon its person are exhibited 
to the jury } 

Simon Barthe sworn. The Little Buffalo con- 
fes:- d that as he was standing’ at the door, the 
Red Bird came out and inquired why he did 
not follow and kill the old man. He dhen pur- 
sued him across the marsh. As he approached 
him, Lipcap asked fur mercy—by raising his 
hands, and by other gestures. He had taken the 

flint from his gun and thrown it away, as he 
did not intend to kill him—the Red Bird came 
up and asked why he did not shoot—he replied 
that he had lost his flint—Red Bird said “ take 
my gun.’’ Was in great fear of Red Bird as he 
threatened to shoot him—took the gun—held it 
by his side—did not present it or take aim—turn- 
ed his head away and fired—did not know whe- 
ther he killed him or not—Lipcap was on his 
knees—as he fell, Red Bird jumped upon hin— 
heard him give him several blows—Little Buf- 
falo turned and ran away—didgmot return to the 
Hv Was some time with Lipcap before Red 
Bird came up. Little Buffalo is the brother-in- 
law of Red Bird. 

The Sun confessed--that while Red Bird was 
taking the scalp of Gagnier, he asked the Sun 
** why he did aot kill the little dog or bitch!”’ 
ee child was lying by the side of its father.) 

he Sun kicked it acroes the room—drew his 
knife and scalped it—thought at first he would 
split it open through the muddle, but he believed 
it was dead. Stated that he did this because he 
was afraid of Red Bird. 

These confessions were made to Gen. Atkin- 
son at the Portage—no threats or promises pre- 
viously made to them—they were prisoners.— 
Witness was the interpreter. 

Amable Grignon (a Winnebago interpreter) 
sworn. Says that the Sun stated in his confes- 
sion, that, * les the time he entered Gagnier’s 
house, he was endeavoring to dissuade Red Bird 
from committing any murder. The Sun was hold- 
ing Lipcap when the Red Bird fired with young 
Red Bird's gun, The Little Buffalo took his flint 
from his gun before he started from the house in 
pursuit of Lipcap. ‘The Red Bird accused him 
of it’ but he denied it to him. Wished Lipcap to 
save himself—gavehim his hand when he over- 
took him—did not know Red Bird was so fear. 
Red Bird said, “‘ if you do not take my gun and 
shoot him, I will shoot you.’’ 

These co:-fessions were made in reply to ques- 
tions put by the witness to the prisoners, about 
eight days since. 

Examined the body of Lipcap—saw no place 
where the ball entered—no trace of a ball. Se- 
veral gashes, inflicted with a lance, on the breast; 
one so large, he could put his hand in. 

Paecall Menard sworn.—States that he saw 
Lipeap after he was killed—had two or three 
stabs in his thighs—one in the belly, several in 
the breast, was scalped, and appeared to have 
been shot through the back. . 

When the prisoners were brought up to re- 
ceive their sentence, they addressed the court as 
follows: 

The Sun—I call upon all of my fathers and 
friends present—upon the Great Spirit and upon 
my Great Father the President, to listen to the 
truth of what I speak. 

We were encamped far up the river, when Red 
Bird proposed to come to the Prairie to get a keg 
of whiskey, which our trader Rolette had pro- 
mised him. We landed above the town, and he 
sent me down after the keg. I obtained it and 
returned late in the evening. We went up the 
river a short distance, when Red Bird seized his 
gun, jumped on shore aiid ran off—Young Red 
Bird went after him first—then Chichongsic and 
\myself followed. We overtook him and asked 
what be was about? We all begged and urged 
him not to do any mischief—I told him that my 
sister in the village, had ever been kind and 
charitable te them, bu: I would not dare to ask 
her for any thing again if he hurt any of the 
white men. 

When on the way to Gagnier’s, we persuaded 

hin to sit down, and tried various means to pre- 
vent him from going further. At length he took 
his gun and threatened to shoot us. Neverthe- 
less we continued our efforts until we arrived at 
the house. He rushed in, and we followed. The 
people rose up and gave us something to eat, 
but we had no appetite, so strong was our desire 
to prevent Red Bird from doing any harm.

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A man was lately prosecuted, in Lonvon, 
for negociating the sale of an office in the 
gift of the Lord Privy Seal. It was proved 
that he had received from his purchaser the 
halves of bank notes for £2500, but the 
transaction was never completed, as he was 
unable to procure the appointment. A sta- 
tute of George Lil. however, imposes a 
penalty on any such negociation, except 
with regard to certain specified offices.

The de- 
endant was bound to know of the existence of the sta- 
tute in question, and it was his duty, when he was enter- 
ing on the negociation in question, to look at the act be- 
fore he treated for the sale of the appointment. 

The Jury, without hesitation, found the defendant 
Guilty, but judgment is postponed until the next term. 





A Boston editor says of the ‘Tennessee 
member of Coneruss, whose description of 
the President’s dinner table has met with 
such extraordinary success:—He is not a 
very accomplished scholar, and (what is 
much to his credit) he makes no pretensions 
to intellectual superiority.

What the writer of an amusing article in 
a late number of the Lonpon Macazine, 
called the the leading profcssion, is follow- 
ed, we presume, pretty much in the same 
mode, and by the same sort of persons, in 
New York and in our own city; though 
probably New York, being more frequent- 
ed by strangers, offers greater temptation 
to thieres. The Dairy ApvertiserR de- 
scribes the proceeding of these geutry, and 
gives some of the signs by which they may 
be known, from hints furnished by a person 
who has occasionally attended at the Police 
Office. 

With regard to robberies of an extensive na- 
ture, such for instance as carrying off the con- 
tents of a clothing store, jewellery shop, &c. the 
persons engaged are of a diilerent description 
from entry robbers, or petty thieves. Extensive 
robberies are mostly committed by old rouges, 
men in years, who have in many instances often 
been the tenznts of prisons. Their plans are in 
general deep laid, and great adroitness is used 
in their mode of plundering. Still they seldom 
elude detection for any great length of time for 
being generally known to the Police Officers, 
their movements are watched, and their cha- 
racters always suspected. This class of persons 
may also be generally discovered, or at least 
suspected, from their manner of life.—They 
dress well, and perform ne labor; occupy apart- 


ments in obscure streets, in most cases, and are 
without anyother family than a female, who 
pasece for thé wife of some one of the gang, 
‘who dresses fashionably, aod lives at her ease, 
leaving the labour of her household performed 
by others, and most of the work done abroad in 
order that the villainy going on within may be 
undiscpvered. Persons of this description may 
in eight cases out of ten be safely suspected as 
robbers, and by paying a little attention to their 
movements, the villainy will be made manifest. 

Those who pilfer coats, hats, watches, spoons, 
ke. are mostly of a younger class, and may pass, 
from their age and appearance, for servants. The 
system of depredation which they follow requires 
great expertness. Many of the thieves of this 
description are from 18 to 25 years of age, some 
with, and some without trades. From the ex- 
aminations beforethe Police, their crimes gene- 
rally proceed from drinking and idleness. Their 
first acquaintance with their thieving compa- 
nions is at a shufle board or niv= pin alley; or 
some place of amusement or tippling house; 
there they get something to drink; and after- 
wards agree to commit a robbery. Success in 
their new avocation makes them bolder, and 
they go on until caught—They are sentenced to 
prison, but pardoned in a little while, and com- 
mence stealing again. One rogue of this de- 
scription is sufficient to contaminate many indi- 
viduals. A gang is soon formed, consisting of 
whites and blacks, and some cellar or back build- 
ing in the upper part of the city is made a place 
of deposit for their plunder. Whenever a num- 
ber of ile blacks are found living together, loit- 
ering about at all hours of the day, and going 
home and out again, frequently in the night, they 
may almost invariably be suspected as thieves. 
And when white lads are seen frequently with 
them accompanying them to their houses, suspi- 
cion may always be excited, and their resort and 
movements should be given to the Police. This 
remark also applies to similar movements amoung 
whites. The principal gang of thieves caught 
from time to time, live and move much in the 
manner that we have described. 

There is another class of thieves who commit 
petty thefts, and the moment they get an arti- 
cle, go with it to houses where stolen goods are 
bought, and sell it. _Many of the receivérs of 
stolen goods have licenses to take goods upon 
pawn, which is too often only a cloak for encou- 
raging thefts. It is true that they make a ge- 
neral report from time to time of the articles left 
there in pawn; but they take good care to sup- 
press a part of their business, which is the buy- 
ing of stolen property. Whenever a search is 
made by the Police in places of this description, 
stolen property comes to light by wholesale. Li- 
censes of this description, inthe hands of dis- 
honest persons, have a great ten‘iency to en- 
courage roguery, as one of the first objects of a 
thief is to enquire how he can dispose of his 
pluncer; and finding every facility he wants with 
these persons, he is strongly encouraged to pur- 
sue his business. 





Memorial of Gexerat Scorr to the 
Ifouse of Representatives, referred to the 


Committee on Military Affairs. 
To the Honourable the Speaker and Members of the 

Hoese of Representatives ofthe United States. 

The Memorial of Winfield Scott respectfully represents: 

That your Memorialist entered the army of 
the United States, a Captain, May 3, 1808; 
that he was promoted to the rank of Lieulenant 
Colonel, July 6, 1812; to the rank of Colonel, 
March 12, 1813; to the rank of Brigadier Ge- 
neral, March 9, 1814; and for services set forth 
in the body of his commission, to the rank of 
Major General by brevet, July 25, 1814. 

hat from this date until very recently, your 
memorialist had alwuys been considered and em- 
ployed, in respect to all the rights of rank or 
command, as Major General; that within the 
same period he had under his orders, at different 
times, two Major Generals of the army, and 
three of the militia, neither of whom he could 
have legally commanded, if his brevet commis- 
sion or brevet rank had not been perfectly valid 
and effective; and that for the whole period in 
question, he was never under the command, nor 
was it ever attempted to subject him to the com- 
mand of any officer of not the same grade, and 
his actual senior in that grade. 

Your memorialist would most respectfully af- 
firm, and he is zeady to sustain by proof every 
proposition he has advanced, or shall advance, 
that the office of “Commander-in-Chief,’’ ‘““Com- 
mander of the Army,’’ or “the Major General,’’ 
as importing either, is at this time unknown to 
the laws: that there now exists in law, or in fact, 
no higher title or grade in the Army than that 
of Major General—a title or grade which your 
memorialist has the honour to hold in common 
with two other officers; that military rank or 
command (convertible terms) is always deter- 
mined in foreign armies, as well as in our own, 
first, by the difference in grade; and secondly, 
by priority of date in the same grade; that from 
the commencement of our Revolutionary war 
down to the present year, brevet rank has uni- 
formly been held to gives command in common 
with ordinary rank—except only (for reasons 
easily explained) withir. the body of an unmixed 
regiment, or detachment of the same regiment; 
that this is evidenced by every decision of the 
Executive and every precedent of the Army re- 
corded or remembered; and that your memorial- 
ist cannot fall within the exception mentioned, 
is evident from the fact that he is in rank and 
title equally above every regiment in the serviée 
of the United States. 

Such, your memearialist humbly conceives, bad 
been the law, the construction of law, and the 
settled practice in the Army, down to a recent 
event—the death of Major General Brown; who, 
under an arrangement purely Executive, and 
by virtue of his seniority in the highest grade, 
that of Major General, bad commanded the Army 
from June, 1821, to February 24, 1828, the date 
of his decease. 

On the promotion of General Macomb to the 
vacancy of the deceased, with rank as Major 
General from May 24, 1828, the President of 
the United States, without any new legislation, 
changing the law or principles which"have been 
stated, by an order bearing date May 28, 1828, 
placed Meier General Macomb in comtnand over 
the army, and required all officers, &c. to obey 
his orders, without any exception in favour of 
your memorialist, the senior, and, therefore, the 
superior Major General. 

Against this order, which your memorialist 
has honestly believed to be equally repugnant to 
his rights and to his honour, he has, ae the 
first, respectfully and steadily protested: he has 
humbly prayed to be sent before a court martial 
on the charge of disobeying the commands of 
the alleged superior Major General, in order 
that the law and the principles involved in the 
case might be judicially, promptly, and defini- 
tively settled; and he has respectfully suggested 
an exemption from the commands of his Major 
General, by an arrangement of the several ge- 
neral officers of the linc, to separate geogra phi- 
eal districts or slepartments, as prior to the Exe- 
cutive arrangerrent of 1821. His entreaties 
have all been rejected, and, finally, without any 
trial by his peers, your memoralist has beea 
suspended frow all command in the army. 

By these decisions, contrasted with the prior 
decisions of the Executive, and the usage of the 
army, your memorialist finds himself ia the most 
painful stuation. To submit would, in all pro- 





bability, dishonour him in the opinion of bis | 


brother officers, and most certainly in his own; 
and not to submit does great violence to the 
sentiment of duty end respect which he is 
proud to owe to the constitutional Chief of the 
Army. 

Under these circumstances, your memorialist 
prays your honoarable body so far to entertain 
hie case, and that of other officers smilarly in- 
terested, az to determine, by a declaratory sta- 
tute, the rights and duties appertaining to brevet 
rank; so that your memorialist, and others al- 
luded to, may have the benefit of a certain and 
fixed rule for their conduct, in common with the 
rest of the Army, and their fellow citizens in 
general. ; 

And your memorialist, as in duty bound, will 
forever pray, &c. WINFIELD SCOTT, 

. Major General United States’ Army. 
Washington, D. C. Dec. 29, 1828.

Lis drama, a:d almost without a parallel for 
effect when well acted. It is no less singular 


than true, with respect to the three principal ; 


male characters in this play, that, since it was 
first brought out, fifty two years ago, the Enc- 
Lism stage hes prodaced but one actor com- 
pletely successful in each—the unrivalled Kixa 
in Sir Peter, gentleman SmitH in Charles, and 
Joun Patmer—plausible Jack, as SHERIDAN 
called him—in Joseph. These were the original 
performers; and they have quitted the stage of 
life, leaving ne successors to rival their reputa- 
tion. Something like the same fortune has at- 
tended the piece with us. It is agreed, by all 
who have free jadgments and good memories, that 
we have never had more than two actors able to 
do complete justice to Sir Peter Teazle. The 
first was Henry, the partner, some twenty 
years ago or more, of our old friend Hatta. 
The other is our favorite Warren. Woop is 
confessed to be the only faithful representative 
of the accomplished sentimentalist. I never 
saw him in Charles, but have heard, and can 


easily belicve, that he excels any other who has | 


attempted the part. 

The play was better acted last evening, than 
I have seen it since Warren and Woop sepa- | 
rated. Barnes's Sir Peter, though unequal, 
was satisfactory on the whole. The Manager's 
Charles was at least equal to any I have seen, 
but it had not quite spirit enough. Warracx | 
deserves great credit for his skilful delineation of | 
Joseph, though I thought I could occasionally 
detect a slight touch of Sir Lucius in his dia- 
logue. These were the best among the men, 
and the others were respectable. 

Lady Teazie fell to the hands of that accom- 
plishe? and excellent actress, Mrs. BLaxe, 
who has the rare good fortune of enjoying pub- 
lic favour as much as she deservesit.

PACES OF THE SNAIL. 

The locomotion of animals which have-no 
feet, is a curious subject of physiological inves- 
igation, and has in some instances well reward- 
the study of naturalists. The leach, the earth- 
worm, serpents, &c. have each their peculiar 
modes of progression; but the snail, as any per- 
eon may observe, moves differently from all 
these, sisting along without jerks or undulations 
in any part of its body, and each point of the 
surface advancing simultaneously; for, the belly 
being smooth, with no appendages to perforin 
the office of feet, the whole body, consequently, 
moves atonce. Mr. J. Main, who has written 
an ingenious paper on this subject, has studied 
the motions of the Limax maximus, L. ater, L. 
rufus, and L. agrestis; and by placing them on 
lass, the muscular motion was remarked to be 
trom the tail to the head, and, of course, the 
movement cannot be by impulses. Mr. Main 
thinks the motion is produced by the propelling 
force of the slime projected, in a retromissive 
manner, from all paris of the body at once. We
